Last night a representative of the Colo.n- 
1ST had an interesting chat with Dr. 
Dawson, one of the Royal Commissioners 
to Bohriog Sea. In the course of conver- 
sation the habits of the seal were touched 
•u. 

"I undcrHtand, Dootor,"Baid the reporter 
"that you have elicited some new facts 
relating to seal life ?" 

"Well, 1 can hardly fay that. But we 
certainly have found that ]i'>iiiia on which 
a gieat ileal harrgs Ikitc been liarelT taken 
notice of. iLisaliiiosl iiiipossildc loi' men 
on rookeries lo Iind out luiytbiiig aborrl the 
rriigr.i ting h ibil.i of the aiiinial, and we 
have iiiiele this ])oint a .sp ei.d sillily. 
.Several books on seal life have been writleri 
frairn info: 111, iliori derivcil solely fioni n.eii 
on the i<iiikerics, and n.itirrallj' not Iriiiriy 
flic's have been elicited. We have found 
liabils of seals that arc not even iiieiitioiied 
in I hesi) works. " The rest of the reiieirks 
of Dr. DiwKoii, in arisuer to ca reful eni|uiry. 
Were as follows: '■During our trip ue 
have Ii ft, no stone iintiii iied to see and get 
evidenc'.' froiri everybody available. I am 
of the opinion, wi:h you, thai 
this diaciiHsi„ii that has been go- 
irrg on as to the relative merits 
of the (piestions at issue, regarding 
llie llehring .Sra controversy, is largely one 
between capital and organized vompaiiies on 
the one .lide, and private enterprise on llie 
oilier. Holding as I always have, that 
Indians are very close natural observers we 
have giTC-n a great deal of atteruiiui lo their 
ideirs in the various siibji ots. 1 think that 
those sealing men that we have examined 
have, in nearly every casa, told us what 
have been really their own opinions, and 1 
must say that we found a great deal of 
aincerity among them. Very little has been 
said about t he ndgrations of the seals on 
tho North Pacific coast, before they enter 
I'ehring Sea, and this point is one from 
which we got a lot of interesting matter. 
^Ve have taken a good deal of evidence 
about the presence of seals at Cape Fiat- 
ter-y, and liave'been tokl by several people 
thai they were more numerous last year 
than they have ever been before. I am 
willing to say, in connection with the re- 
porla of the great loss of seals by sinking 
after they have been shot, that a'l publiahed 
Btatenients regarding this aubjecl are gross 
exaggerations. I think, alao, that too much 
has been made of the idea that tiie presence 
iu liehring Sea of so many vesaela and 
Btcamtrs will have the elltet of frightening 
the seals away. They are not naturally 
timid animals, and are wonderfully intelli- 
gent. Ill fact, I bilieve that, when in 
numbers, they are absolutely fearless, ex- 
cept in regard to their natural eneiiriea in 
the water. I liud a peculiar idea existing 
among those who claim to be authorities in 
regard to the seala found in the 
waters of Soulh America, especially 
aliout Terra did Fuego and the .Straits 
of .Magellan. Tho notion that they are the 
Banie hpecies of seal as those found in Bell- 
ring Si-a and the North I'acitie ia quite 
erroneous. They are of a diirereiit genus 
altogether. I cannot tell you wlietlier the 
result of our report will lean to uny partic- 
ular side of the controversy, for with the 
controversy we have nothing to do. 

" Elliot's work on seala is ainudng. I 
have no hesitation in saying that there ia no 
important point that he takes up in his 
hook that he does not contradict soinewliere 
else in the same covers. Ho says in one 
place that no imagination could picture 
more crowded ibluuds than the seal rook- 
cries: and, a few pages after, states that the 
decrease of seals on these same islands w:is 
gradually getting more noticeable. His 
woik is auperticial in the extreme 
I hadapleasant conversation with JudgeSwan 
of Port Townsend,thi8 evening. Ue certainly 
knows a great deal abont SiiX life, but of 
course his knowledge is bounded to certain 
parts of the sea and conditions. There 
may be a good deal of dillicully in cerl.iiri 
miitlers when we try to ellccl arr excbirige 
of ideas with the Aiiier'icnri Coriiniis-iuners, 
hut, seeing lhat they are both t liorouglily 
e iuiteous gentlemen, and holh scieiilisls, 1 
imagine lliat on many points «o will lie 
able lo efleet a joinl r epoi l. I ilon'l know 
for certain yet what cour se we \vill take in 
this mailer. We ev|icct direclioiis froii, 

I iloii 111 Ottawa when we arrive there. 

" While aiiioiig the seal islands we were 
fori uiiati- enough to tee an alliino si al, a 
very iiue bight. The natives wer-o ipiite 
excited iiboiit il. Seals lb, it fieiiueiil 
liehi iiig ar e all of same species, tliougli we 
drscovcred sligliily diirereiit olassea among 
tliciii. One large family in particular are 
distirigrrisliiible fr-orii the rest by their 
peculiar sliapc, and the relative diirciencc 
ill size between inales ami fcni.ile.s. We 
visited the rookeries in three He|),ir.ile 
months, and btsidea saw seala in every con- 
dition. We have rejected no ex ideiice 
olfered ua, no matter from what source, but 
of course we were not hound to bcli»vc all 
we heard, and could generally tell whether 
a man was speaking the truth or not. We 
leave for Vancouver to-night, then to 
Ottawa, where we will stay a few days, and 
thin we [iroceed lo Washington, U.t'," 

Mr. Aiiilrew I'higle, the iriveiilor of the 
famous I'hrgle eremutiiig process, is in 
Imvri, his oliject being lo iiitrodrice the 
sysiern lure. The ]irocesa was |)iitenlcd 
ahiiiil seven yi ai's ago, hut since that il.ile 
has been consideriihl y irnproi'cd, so far as 
detail is concerned. Mr. Kiigle elaiii.H hir 
his invention lhat it is a coiii|ilcte desl i oyer 
of all sor-la of gnrbnce, night soil, etc , and 
lhat the process is smokeless and allogi:! lii:r 
irioH'ciisive. He was seen by a I oi.iini.st 
reiiorler at the 0|-iciital hotel, yesterday, 
and fully explained his iiatent. His theory 
ia sound, but in proof that it is practicable, 
he referred to sever.il cities in the United 
Stairs, ill which it is in operation^ — Juuk- 
fiouvil e.

Niiw VoiiK, Oct. I J. — Incoming steam- 
ships report one of the -H'orst gales and 
someof the moat severe weather experienced 
in recent seasons. Three of the great At- 
lantic liners were brought to their docks, 
this morning, the Unihria and La liictagHe, 
which canic to quarantine late last night, 
and the Augusta Victoria, which arrived 
early this morning. Several accidents in< 
the way of broken limbs among the Augusta' 
Victoria 'a passengers bore evidence of the 
Bf verity of the gale. Most of the diaagree- 
ablo weather was met during the first fouP' 
of live days of tlie voyage. When they 
reached quarautiue they ran into another 
slifi gale that has swept over this city 
during the last 24 hsurs with a velocity 
that has reached 34 miles an hour and 48- 
miles an hour at Block Islaod. The Augusta 
Victorio left Hamburg on the 'Jud with 
,'i'J7 cabin and 82 steerage passcn- 
geia; On the 3d of October there was 
a moderate sea and rising swelL I!y the 
4lh there was a whole gale with n high 
wind and w-ild running Bea, accomjianietl 
by a hard squall. The storm eoiitimied on 
the (ith and 7th, with a gale fiom tiie north- 
west and s(|ualls of rain and hail. The aeii 
was very high on the ,Sili. The wind slaek- 
eiied in force, hut the seas are still high. 
The force of the tempest was attested liy 
Ihe fact lhat several saloon jiassengers haii 
I II: ir arms and legs iM-oken '>y the pitching 
of the vcssi-1, and several others tiisl.iincii 
l);uiiiul injuries ahoiilthe head, .-i -d some 
received scalp wounds. Although on the 
mil and lOlli the sc.is were, rriodeiMlrly high, 
Uiey had subsided aullieiently lo relieve the 
fe.irsof the pa.-engers. The IJmhrhi had 
ix|ierienceil niueli', the Kime wi:illier a.". 
Ihe Augusta \'icioria. She left (Jueerislown 
Ocloher lib, and before the elo,se of tlic day 
sir-orig winds wore ciicoiintrred. On the 
."ilhabreize and heavy gile was met; by 
the (ith there was a whole gale and heavy 
.■^iiualls. Then followid a mo ieiate gale 
with a confused swell and squalls. liy iho 
I'lili the weather moderated. During the 
jia.ssago one ot the passengers, .Mrs. (J, H. 
.\Iooirian, of Louisville, Ky., died from a 
stroke of apoplexy. Several passengers 
received slight iniuries. While the Lit Bre- 
tagrie experienced rough weather no dam- 
age was reported. Sovorol vesacls are over- 
due, but no fours are onterhiined lor tlieir 
safety. The Tavoromai, from Hamburg, 
and the Comergmaugh, from Antwerp, two 
overdue steamships, were sighted this 
riiorriiriL;.

'I'heir journey was witluuil re- 
sult u nl il t heir leturii, uluii, wilhiii ten 
miles of Knolenay Lake and near the head 
waters of ( I ideiia t'reck, a tributary of the 
south folk ot Kaslo theek, a led-e of galena 
and carhoniiles 10 feet wide, so far of solid 
ore, was discovered. 'I'lie claim was 
named iho Monltzuniii, a.ssiys of the ore, 
made by A. U. Bryan, of Aiusworlh, rang 
ing from 40 oz. to IOC per ton. 'I'hia pro 
misea to bo Olio of the great claims of llie 
district. Subsequent to all these, is the 
discovery, made about ten miles west of the 
Monteiuma and called tlio " Tom Pnyue," 
of a ledge of galena showing, for a consid- 
erable aiHtauce, assays from which range 
1 7t) to 180 oz. silver.

I'.esides tlie two last, 
two other .-mailer ledges have been dis- 
covered, all the oies of which run very 
high. In all twenty-one claims have been 
located ou these last ledges. Without any 
doubt, these discoveries are far the most 
Toluahlu made in llritish t'olunibia, and 
petliai)9 in North America. The discovei ers, 
W. and .1. Uennea.sy, .Jack Sealon and 
Others, all men who have niiuod in Colorado, 
and most of the important mining camps in 
the United States, declare that the far- 
famed "Loadvillo" could never show any- 
thing to compare to it. 

This town lias been in a perfect, slate o' 
ferment. Since tho news reached uu yes- 
terday, suvcrul pirties have started to try 
and find the claims and locate in tlie vicin- 
ity. The weather having been very stormy 
lately, it is doubtful whether they will 
meet with any success, owing to tlic snow 
on the high summits, and dnring tho whole 
of tho coming winter ihese gnat treasures

While on the siihjee't of trails I may 
brielly mention that ue are thankful to Mr. 
Fii/.stubhs, our gold comnussioner, for his 
carncht endeavors to cut trails when re- 
quired, and « ho sets himself slrietly 
against wilful waste of government 
money or docs not allow hiinself 
to be bullied inlo ccunlenancing su di an_ 
oiiLratio and booiile scheme as the cutting of 
a trail up the Lardeaux river, when that 
money could have been very usefully em- 
ployeii in opening up trails, where tin y 
would bo of use to the people of the dis- 
trict, not the bears and other wild ani- 
mals. 

Dr. Hendry X has just arrived from the 
East, having organized a company for the 
erection of a large smelter and relining 
works on Pirates' Jiay. Ho lias just hired 
a number of men. Operations will com- 
mence on Monday next, and will be prosi;- 
-cuced throughout the winter. All the 
claims at woik in this camp uro ehoiving up 
well.

to this time will be worked in good shape, 
and Uie ores sent to the smelter.

Great Discovery oti Sloeau Lake, 
Kooteuajr, Wbicb May Rival 
the Silver Kiiifr. 



Prospectors Returning: from tlie First 
liocatiou, Stnmble Upon It 
Accideutally. 



The now strikes in the Kootcnay country 

arc lit preeeut exuitiiif; the attention of 
everyone ni iiny way interested in minin^j, 
I)Ut until the return of Mr. Joaluiii Davies 
from the now mucli tulkeil-of district, verv 
meagre piirticulara were ohtuinuble here. 
Mr. Daviea reached home on Sunday, and 
in chatting with a Colonist reporter yes- 
terday H'iye the following interesting iic- 
count ot the tind. .Siiiii l)e : " Tlie origiiiiil 
disooTerers of llie lurgo boities of ore recently 
brought to ligltt were Eli Carprnter and 
John Seaton. The finds lie about 12 miles 
west of Kasto Creek, and about 2,'> aiilcs 
from Kootenay Luke, The Slocun L:kke is 
10 miles to tlie west of them, und they are 
situated on a liigh divide. It is iit present 
unknown which way the ore in to come out — 
whether by Koslo Creek, Slogan riter, or 
by the divide on the Ijower Arroir liike on 
Columbia ri\ or. The ore muat be brought 
down by ruil, und it iu more timn probable 
it will con e to the hike conntry ; the exact 
locations will be determined by the gi'inieB. 

"The originol location was naiiuil the 
Tom Payne, and is a great ledge of galena. 
The tirat cssuya wore nude by Mr. A. -Stol- 
berg and showed 'J71 ounces of silver to the 
ton. Near tlie Tom I'uyue mine ii coii.siil- 
able body of dry ores was found which, 
when tested, yielded the following results 
in silver, ficjiu diflerent claims: — 17, 7S, S, 
171, .''18, fi and .'i ounces rehpectivcly. A 
piirty cons-isliiig of Messrs. d. ,J. Hiniiefsy, 
William Ilenne.ssy, V. W. Flint and John 
Jtlc(;uigan, led by .lohn Seal»n, one of the 
orii'TMiil disc'iverers, after obtaining these 
■flsays went back and located a 
Mumber of claims near the Tom 
I'ayne. While returning to the lake they 
stumbled on what nuiy possibly prove the 
most valuable mineral belt in tlie Kootenay 
district, not even excepling the Toad 
mountain .nines. The l(jcati«n wua nami'd 
the Bonanza King, and the discoveiers 
located 7,000 feet on what Llioy claim is a 
continuous ledge. During their trip thny 
stiiked (iir twenty-nine clanna. The Msays 
they obtained from about a hundred pounds 
of this ore — surface croppinga of course — 
are astonishingly rich. Mr. A. C. Bryan 
made u series of assays, wbicli were cnre- 
fuUy checked. The first result obtt>iued 
was 748 ounces in silver nod 70 x>er cent, in 
lead. Others yielded from 157 to 206 oz. 
Mr. iStoIberg made two assays of the same 
ore, which ran 14.3 and 372 ounces in silver 
respectively. Samples were then taken to 
Air. ,Iohn If. Klock, assayer for the Hen- 
dry.t syndicate, and his work was checked 
by Professor Park, of Helena, with the 
following results in silver in the twelve 
tests : In the first, 9 ounces was obtuine<l, 
in the second, only G. The third as-ay 
yielded better, howevtr, going '.iti ounces : 
the next the next 'JOl, the si.xth, '2\0, 
the seventh The eighth only showed 

161, the ninth 1<K). 

"The teiuh assay only gave six and a 
half ounces, but the two last yielded ,'i()l 
and 17!)oiiiicpa nspci tively. It is little 
■wonder that these results were received 
with incredulity at first, but the more tests 
they had made, the greater the value of the 
discovery proved to be. I can talk i|nile 
frpi'Iy on t his subject , because neither my- 
self individually nor the comjjany for which 
1 am nnmager has or intenihs to own any 
mio'ng properl ies whatever. We are or- 
ganized to conduct a strictly commercial 
ou.-inesp. (Jur stockholders are all Victoria 
cnnitnbs'H, and we have already invested 
*bout $7i),000 in the Kootenay district. 
Ileioie next .May we shull he jvorking on a 
paid lip capital of f L'oO.OOO. The company 
owns the whole nf Pilot bay, probably the 
best harbor on the lake. It is on the east 
side, three nules from Balf( ur, about seven 
from Ainsworth and nine from Hendryx, 
better known as Blue Bell on'account of the 
famous mine of that name. We are platting 
a townsite, but have no lots to sell to specu- 
lators. Anyone who wants to go into Liusi- 
neso can get property at a good price, hut 
we Will not sell except on striol buildinu 
conditions. We don t want a buoni, and 
shan't have one, if we can help it. 

'•VVe have a sawmill with a capacity of 
30,0UU feet a day in operation now at the 
head nf the bay, and the Hendryx syndicate 
are buildinu' a snultcr rn the ni ck of hind 
know n as ( 'a|]e Horn, whuli puts out into 
the hike heir. Wc expect to put in a l iij^'.; 
conini' rci.d est iiblisliioent, a iiei'al mer- 
chandise store in fact, .-ind there uiU likidy 
be two blanch banks by next siuniner. We 
have an expert out for us locating timber 
limits, and one of the liist things we will 
possibly have to do ill the Spring, uill be 
to build 1111 ( li ctric railroad, connecting the 
snudter aid ihe sawmill. This road svill lie 
ext'iiiliil at once ti, Hendryx, to haul the 
ore from the liliie I'a 11 to the smelter. 

.Speaking of his trip, and the Victorians 
met, with ineay from home, Mr. Daviessaid: 
"Mr. Campbell Sweeney, Manager of tlie 
Hank ol Montreal, went up wilh ine. We 
met .Mr. .lusiiee t'le.ise and the Olii.ers of 
the Supri ine Court on their way to hold llie 
assizes at Nelson. Mr. Sjiragge, who was | 
to prosecute for the Ciown, and 
Air. E. V. Bod well, «ho was to dctend all 
comers, were the only legal gentluiuen in 
the party. 1 arrived on ITriday night, and 
spent Snturday at Ainsworth ; stayed over 
at the Hue Bell, and afterwards went to 
Pilot Bay. On Monday at 6 a.m. the 
Galena airivod from the Blue Btll with Dr. 
Hendryx and 20 men nuder Foreman Beobe, 
with a full outfit of tools, etc., and after 
calling lit the mill towed over a raft of lum 
ber und landed it at the smeller site, which 
is about lhree-(iuarters of a mile from the 
mill. I'r. Hendryx expecis to have his 
mill running in August next. lu the 
Columbia river and in the. la kes, the water 
has fallen about twelve feet, and there is a 
BiroiiL' piobahility that the snn lter machin- 
ery will have to 1 !■ shipped over the snow 
from Kiiotenai, lihilm, 10 llonner'a Ferry.

aide, and it was evident tho people meant 
what they said. To night there suddenly 
came the sound of a, great ciowd liiirryiiij^ 
along ihe paved streets towiinl I lie cuuiity 
jail, and in a reiiiiirkably Bliort time that 
ljuildiiig wii.i Biirioiiiided. \Mh lilled the 
air ami hiiiulic(In slidutiiig at oiicowlmtto 
do. The mill) sliioil iriusolutc, and in the 
meantime a few iiolicmieii iiiiil a force of 
deputy slierilfn wa.s ciiiiceiitrated. A rush 
wua then niiide for tlic .Smith .street door of 
tlie jail, hut the crowii waw btopiieil Liy iv 
gliUcriiig revolver in llic liiiiui!) of Police 
Oaptaiii I'onuack, who aakcd what they 
wiinted. 

" \S'e want that damned nigger," waH tho 
rc])ly, " iiiui we will gut him, (ietmuof 
the way." 

" If you take a Ktep thin way I will kill 
you," i-aid llie ciptiiin, and hi.i iUT\ e had 
Hue cllfct, 'l lie crow l .slunk liiick. Then 
aledgea were hrought and tho eiist door 
assailed, but it was a liopelcBS task. The 
crowd soon rushed down to the power 
house of a cable road and dragged up sov- 
eriil Bteel rails, while others cut the tele- 
phone wires. 

'i'lien ex (Joveriior Tioyd Blinuted: "It M'ill 
be a disgrace to Omaha, and 1 iniploi-e yon 
to be fpiict anil desist, from unlawful elforts. 
Let the law take its coiiisu." Ilia words 
were outofT by a man who ahouted: "You're 
not governor here. Oet out I " und smash 
went u atcel rail against the steel door. la 
five minutes it was open, ond the secondl 
one was aasuUed. Omaha's police oiBcers^ 
to the number of W men, were f>athei>ed, 
but concentration was inipoaaible. Soine< 
one Bucgcstcd that the lire department b» 
called out and the hose tamed on. The 
firemen laid hoso, whereupon the moS 
curried the hose up and drove the firemen 
away. 

It did not take long after the second, 
door hod been passed to clFoct nn entrance 
to tho huge sleel caye, in which tlie cells 
are located. 'J'lierc, w raiijied in a bhiukct, 
cowered the treuililiiig wretch, for whom 
tlie lynchers Boiii;lit. A liinvl of wild 
cxnllaiioii was sent up by the le.idera, who 
called for tools to cut into the cage. Yell 
after yell of triumph went up fioui the out- 
side as soon ns the sledges aiul cold eliisela 
were in the hands of tlioae neatest the ciige. 
In the nuantime the police undertook to 
ma-H at the jiiil entr.iiice. The crowd 
surged up, picked up tlie police and carried 
thei» to the edge of the yard. There they 
stayed. Then tho work went on inside the 
cage. The negro begged and pleaded, and 
insisted that he was charged with burglary. 

"D yon, we will burglary you," came 

the response. He prayed und cried and 
rolled on the floor in terror. 

At last the door was opened, and thcDi 
witli one last yell of terror the negro was 
seized by the hands of men eager for his 
blood and thrust through tho corridor. Hi» 
doom was sealed. Coe got u thousand 
curses and a blow for every curse. A rope 
was thrown over the trolley wire of an 
electric carline and in a minute, high in the 
air, there swung the lifeless form of the 
black.

Tlie Toronto Mall .-cl oja tlie acriisation 
of tlic Neiv Yolk 'J'ri'imne that Sir luliii 
MacdoaulJ vtm insincere in liis attempt to 
induue the Anierioan Oovernniont to oon- 
aiiler pioposiils for reciprocity. It also re- 
peats tho Tribune's strielures on the latu 
I'roiiiii r fin' Iniviiii,', provion.s to the j^'i'ioTal 
oloLt'on, iiifo;i]U'il iho [looplo (.f Canada that 
iiego:iations weie pending. Tlierc is no 
ground wliatever for the accusation, anii 
the censure is unreasonable and unjust. 

When it Araa first known in Cunaila that 
Sir John Macdonald's Governnieni ^^as 
reinly to inter into tiogotiations willi tlio 
Uiiileil Stiites for reciprocity in trade, con- 
sternation lilled tlie hearts of his opponents. 
They, in tlieir fright, declared that the 
wily Premier was ut his old tricks, that he 
was preparing to steal tho policy of tho 
Liberal parly and to take advantage 
of the agitation tlioy hail raised. Tluy 
Ih'.n guva the "Old Man " credit, not only 
for siii'jerity, but for astuteness. It was an 
article of tlii.'ir creed that he never held 
lirinly to uny principle and he was never 
wedded to any policy so firmly that he 
would not alter it or even reverse it if he 
found that tho country wanted ii change, 
and that, in order to retain power, lie imi.st 
■alter his coiir.se. The Liberals dcclarcii 
that Sir Joliii had been convinced that the 
people of Canada wanted f:ee traile with 
the United States, and would have it, and 
in order to meet their wishes, he was about 
to abandon tho National I'olicy and to adopt 
the policy p.dvocatcd by Mr. Krastns 
Wiinaii and Ids Lieutenant in Canada, Sir 
Uicliard C'ai Iwriglit. So far from i|uo3tioii- 
ini; Sir John's sincerity, they only feared 
that he was too much in earnest, end that 
he was on the point of euchring them by 
getting for the people of Canada what tliey 
had repre.-jented as an incrttiinalilo boon. 

" Sir dolin MacilonaM," says the Mail, 
" l.ail asl:oil for the roiiference, and hud 
suggested a basis of negotiations. Mr. 
Blaine had cooaented to a preliminary infor- 
mal discussion on condition that it should 
be kept secret." It is most unlikely that 
tl>0 agreement was iiiude upon any .'.urii 
condition. ]f Sir .loliii Muciloiiald hail 
promised to keep the agrceini'iit to hcilil an 
iuforniul conference on the subject of reci- 
prooi'y a secret, ho would have, undoubt- 
edly, kept his word. He was too -wise a 
man and too able a politician to break an 
engagement of that kind. Mr. Blaine may 
have believiMl that there was an iinilei.staml- 
ing not to make tliu agieeiiu'iil pulilic, but 
that the nrraugemenl wus made on roiulilion 
that it should bo kept secret, is altoc;ether 
improbable. Provided the Premier was not 
under an obligation to keep silent about 
the proposed oonfcrenoo, nothing was more 
natural, and under the circiiinstances more 
politic, llniii that Sir John Macdonalil should 
toll the people of Canada what he iiitendud 
to <Io towards negotiating a treaty of recip- 
rocity with the United States. The Liberals 
had been for years agitating for reciprocity, 
and telling the people that they would never 
get free trade with the United States from 
the Conservatives. Who could blame Sir 
John Macdonald for giving liia opponents 
tho lie by telling them that he was in favor 
of reciprocity, ami that he hud already 
takon tho first steps toward^tho negotiation 
of a reciprocity treaty. This was nothing but 
tho simple truth. If tho American (iovorn- 
tnent were sincere — if Mr. lllaino intended 
to be as good as his word— the aiinouncc- 
ineiit could have done no harm in the United 
.States. It certainly did no harm in Canada. 

If .\Ir. Ulaine wua iraincere, if he wua 
playing a double game, the course pursued 
by Sir John Macdonald was the best one 
that could bo pursued to test his sincerity 
an 1 compel him to show his hand. The 
event has proved that tho iiiHinccrity w is 
not on tiic tide of the Canadian (Jovern- 
riiont. It WM willing to let all the world 
know what Its Intentions wore. It hud 
.ooUiIng to hide, and was prbparod at any 
■Alne.to wny out tho agreement it had en- 



tered into with Mr. Blaine or any one else. 
If the Auierieaii Secrct.iry of .State had been 
efjuilly honest, if ha had niado the prelim- 
inary arrangement in good faith, what occa- 
sion was there lor aecresy ? He could do 
nothing in the ntattar In opposition to the 
wishes of the people of the United States, 
and the sooner that they were made 
aware of what was going on tho greater 
the chance of the negotiations coming to a 
successful issue within a reasonable period, 
liut the course which Mr. Bhdno has seen 
lit to pursue makes it ulinoit certain that he 
li id n.) intention of cut ring into reciprocal 
free trade relations with tlie Dominion of 
C inaila, and that he only wanted a decent 
excubc to nip the negoliatio .s in tho bud. 

The pretense set up by the Tribune, that 
the present Government of Canada is 
not favmable to ro.iprocily, and tho 
assertion that it appeals to the Unite I 
States for a treaty M liich will save Canada 
from "an organic revolution," are alto- 
gether groundless. Tlie Canadian Covern- 
mcnt has, in this business, acted in perfect 
good faith with the (loverument of tho 
United States, anil il will coii'inue to do 
so. l''.veiylliing that it has doiii', so far, 
slioivs that it is prepareil to car- 
ry out any airangeimnt it has 
made to the letter ClUi as nun h 
lie said of Mr. Blaine, who is acting for his 
( liivernnient in this reciprocity 1 iisinesa. 
T hat Canada is in any duiiger of what the 
Tribune calls "an organic revolution" no- 
body in his sober senses (ui this siile of the 
line alliruis. Canadians have their ililli- 
cultiis and their perplexities like their 
neighbors, but there are none of them 
s) formidable or so iutricito that the 
(iovernment, in al'.ciniiting to cKa! with 
them, will preci[)ilatc an "organic rcvolii- 
lien." The people of Canada are not in the 
least aliirnioil, anil tlicie is not the slightoit 
p r olialiility that they will apply to the 
U nited Si;iles for asjiistanoo to get out of 
any trouble they may be in Or to solve any 
of their political problems. They are quito 
willing to enterinto any reasonable arrango- 
nioat fur leeiiiioeal free trade with their 
rr pill. lii.', Ill iieiglil'oi's, IjuI lin y eoniio! lu-'p 
seeing that if the New York 'I'lilaino ex 
presses the opinii n of the ruling parly in 
tho United States there is little chance of 
llii'ir entiling any such arrargeineiit at 
pre.ieiit ami ut the s.iine lime main taiiiin.; 
their liscal iiuleiiundcnca and their self- 
rei-poct. 



MOll VIOLENCE, 



The mob in the United States considers 
that it possesses powers and privileges over 
which the law has no control. If it takes 
it into i!s head — which is cenerally hot ami 
not :oo full — thit any man shuiild be siiin- 
marily i xecuti d, it proceeds at oiiee, with- 
out eiiijiiiry, to carry out its hastily formed 
determination. In the case of tho Italians, 
in New Orleans, it reviewed the sentence of 
the regular constitutional tribunal, and de- 
clared men guilty which that tribunal had 
acipiitted, seiitepced them to death, and 
carried out its own sentence. Here the 
mob placed it.self above the einnis of law. 

In Omaha, a few days ago, the mob un- 
dertook to dispense with law altogether. A 
negro was accused of committing an abom- 
inable ofTciice. lie was arrested and iiii- 
Iiri.anied. There was no chance of his es- 
caping. Hut the mob was not siitislied to 
permit the law to take its course. It at- 
tacked the jail, broke open the doors, ami, 
in spite of the piteous appeals of tho mis- 
erable creature, murdered him in cold 
blood. The oHicers of the law made but a 
very feeble slmw of resistance. It was 
cjuite evident that tiiey sympathized with 
I he mob, and did nut see that it was their 
duty to assert the supremacy of the law 
ugainst all odds and at every risk. But 
they ran no risk. A mob, let 
it bo ever so turbulent, will 
not enter a building which is di feinlcd even 
by a few resolute men who are well armed. 
It does not like the smell of gnnpowiier, and 
the whistling of bullets is not music in the 
ears of ninety-uine liundredths of those who 
i oi!i[)One it. We do not say that a mob is 
cowardly, but when it has to face real 
danger, it realizes its inability to resist 
diseiiilim d fori'e. Il is iherefore surprising 
how large mnl how angry a mob a very 
small force of ileterniincd and well diaci[)- 
lincd men will jml to lliglil. And it is 
absolutely ncoessury in every community 
that desires to bo well governed that mob 
violence shoflld bo put down with a strong 
hand. The toleration with which the 
New Orleans ii.ob was treated, 
and the encoiiragiMnent il received, 
have proiliiciil most inisidiievous results in 
many parts of the United .States. .Some of 
the Americans see this now, and regard the 
triumph of the mob in that city as a very 
great misfortune to all the States of tho 
Union. The Seattle Post-Intelligencer .says : 
" These recent crimes against law are tho 
natui al fi nil of the Hliipid condonation, if 
not juatilicalion, of the New Orleans mas- 
sacre, wliieh lias poisoned |iublic Heiitiiiient 
at the West, where it most needed purilica- 
Lynciiings have increased since the 



lion. 



New Orleans crime, because of tho cowardly 
failure of the press of tho country to stig- 
matize tho New Orleans crime as it deserved. 
If the»c inexeu»able lynuhings continue to 
multiply, decent and thoughtful people will 
sigh for the day whoil we shall havO less 
liberty, but more justice and respect for 
law, even if it is military justice indicted 
upon the mob by federal soldiers.

The illiteracy among llio whiles increases 
more than twice as fast as it docs among the 
blacks, so that, while in 1870 there was 
only one illiteiato white voter in eight, 
there is now one in every fivo," 

It is not likely that the loaders of tho 
Omaha mob will receive punishment of any 
kind. They will bo looked upon rather as 
heroes than us criminals. Murder, commit- 
ted by a hundred or a thousand men, in tho 
United St«tt«B, Is not regarded as murder. 
The mob ia above ^hn law.

much disappointed that the census shows 
such a small incroaso of population during 
the past ten years. They believed that the 
rile of increase would have been much 
higher than it has proved to be. It is sus- 
pected that the aumbering of the people 
bus been carelessly done, and if tho way in 
which the census of this city has been taken 
is a fair specimen of census-taking in other 
parts of the Dominion, there are good 
grounds for something more and stronger 
than suspicion. The census, however, shows 
that if Canadians have not increased in 
numbers aa greatly iia wiva expected and 
hoped, they ha .'e during the last decennial 
period made gratifying adeancemenl in 
other direclioiis. Tho following tigures 
prove thai the Dominion ia proportionally 
richer tliun it was twelve years ago, and 
that its Irade has increased at a far greater 
ratio than its population.

U will be news to ii great many* to know 
that the Chinese celebrate a harvest festi- 
val with just as lunch rejoicing and liolidiiy- 
niaking as pcop'e of any Chrisliaii denomi- 
nation, and while, during the past few 
weeks, the local churches have been taking 
their turns at the celebrations, the Celestials 
in town did not forget it either. Tho feast 
of Chang Yan (as it is called) has been 
celebrated in China for over '-'.OOO years, at 
the gathering in of the harvest, and has 
been lo l l during all that' time on t' o 9th 
day of .'septeniher, according to tho Chinese 
calendar. About 800 years ago, 'V'ung 
Ming, a robel agaipst the government, after 
having gathered a numerous following, 
marched to tho walls of Pekin, where he 
arrived on the Otll of September. At the 
Imperial Cily thousands of kites were being 
Mown ill ci lebratioii of the harvest festival 
and the wind whiatling through thorn 
broiijjht a whispering murmur to the as- 
sembled rebels "Mo ming meh" ("'\'ou 
cannot sueci'ed"). This so iiiipresacd the 
snperstil ions nativ( K that they rt^fiiaed to 
march into Pekin, and delivered Yung 
Ming over to the government, by whom he 
was tortured and e.xecuted. So the country 
was saved, and at the harvest festival evi^r 
since all China is gay with kites and fes- 
tivity. The gruvea of the dead arc viaitod

On Sunday a large Chinese 
piocession visited the cemetery and left 
I here a goodly stock of provisions in accord- 
ance with tho usual custom.

•Notwithstanding tho unfavorable surrouiul- 
ings, eager groups of people had collected 
on tlie <iiiay to watoh the transfer of the 
coiSn from tho train.

as the procession tiled down the double 
gangway to the ship. Tho coflin was de- 
posited in an enclosure specially fitted up 
tor its reception, and here the followers of 
the dead chief kept waloli throuylioul the 
voyage across the channel, reliuvii'g onu 
another at regularly st.Uod intervals. 
Among those who kept guard were the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, High .Slierilf Meade, Mr 
H. Piirnell, a brother of the deceasrd, Mrs. 
Dickinson, his sister, anil lier daughter, also 
Miss Maud (ieniie, who became famous for 
her stubborn resistance to eviction in Don- 
nogal. She had traveled from Toulon to 
attend the funeral of tho man who was an 
idol with her. She was clad in deep 
mourning, and attracted much attention. 
All the n iends who had been at Hrigthon in 
attendance on the boily of their late chief, 
were also abourd the bteuiner, the decks 
being packed with people, who sulfered 
great cUaconifort on account of the inclciiienl 
weather, the sea being rough and heavy,

At Kingstown a crowd hud collected to 
receive the remains. OMispicuoiis among 
those present were : Richard Power, Dr. 
Joseph K. Kenney, L. Lawrence Carel, 
James J. Dalton, T. Hochefort Mnguiie, 
John C. Clancy, William J. Corbctt, Col. 
John P. Noliin anil Patrick O'Brien. The 
Bolenm silence was unbroken even by the 
exchange of friendly greetings until after 
the transference of the body to the railway 
carriage, by which it was soon carried to 
the ijubiin station, where a vast, but silent 
crowd, with uncovered heads, greeted the 
train. Timothy llurrington, M. P. ,and Dr. 
Hackett, who attended Mr. Parnell when 
his ores were injured in Kilkenny, aa well 
as other notables, joined the swelling funeral 
procession. Conspicuous in front of

were members of the Gaelic Athletic Asso- 
ciation, with hurlcra used in their sports, 
all draped with black crape caught up with 
green ribbon. Representatives of dilferent 
branches of the league wore black badges, 
upon which were printed the dying 
words of the statesman : " Givo my love 
to my colleagues and the Irish nation." 
As tho cofBii was removed from the box 
which bid encased it the crowd rushed for- 
ward and seized the box, tearing it i|iiielily 
into pieces for the purpose of obtaining frag- 
ments of the wood as relics. On being re- 
moved from the train the coliiii was lifted 
into the hearse. Floral tributes litemlly 
covered the top of the hearse ami were piled 
around the cofiin. As the hearse inoveil 
from the station a body of police foiiiied in 
front oi the procession. A band of th'e 
Workingmeii's Union followed directly 
behind the police escort and iilayeil the 
dead inareli in "Sanl." The ciillin was 
borne from the heaise on the shouMers of 
six stalwart Irithinen to St. Michael's 
church, near the law court, where tin.' rec- 
tor. Rev. Thos. Long,assiated by Rev. (!. A. 
l''rye, le tor of All lSduIs uluirch, M.m- 
Chester, rciul the seiviee of the Church of 
Irelaiui. The iihj.sI iutiiiutte friends ami 
the relative,-) of tlie ileecated eoiiipletely 
filled the i;huicli, the throng of geri.;rul 
mourners reuiainiiig nioiiii while (■ul.-iide in 
the pouring ram. The body kiy in state in 
the council chamber. Plii)togr»]ihM were 
taken before the public was admilttd. The

Parnell — a croiis, anchor and circle— with 
inscriptions : "My own true love, best and 
truest friend ; from his broUen-beurted 
wife." Inside this inscripLioii w.ih the fol- 
lowing : " My dear love, my liUHhaiid ; 
from hi-i heart-broken wife." And still 
within this was : " .\Iy dear love, my hus- 
band, my king ; from his heart-broken 
wife." There were al.io two lovely^ little 
wreaths fioni Mis. Pa riiell's two diuiHhters, 
with the words: "From liltlc Clare ami 
little Fittio ; to our dear iiintlier's hu.sliiind." 
At the head of the colbu sloiwl tho colors of 
the Wicklow volunti CI S, ornaiii/,- il hy .\lr. 
I'urneU's faihor in 1771). At the top of jihe 
collin was an imnieiiHe cross of (lowers, in- 
scribed with the nainea of the thirty one 
f.iithfiil parliamentary cilleagiies of ,\Ir.

tho coflin unublo to repress his tears. At 
I o'clock tho piocossion was stopped, 
though there seemed no end to tho lin^ of 
people who wished to pass t'he cofrin. It 
wa.-> iieceb.iary, however, to begin tin) march 
to tho ccuictery, which would not otherwise 



h ive ended till evening. A photograph of 
the scone was taken, showing tho casket 
and catafalque, with the statues of O'Con- 
ncU, Grattan, Lucas, the poet McCarthy 
and also including tho brother and niater of 
the dead jiatriot, and a group composed of 
the last members of the crowd that had 
been admitted. At '2A'} tho procession 
started, led by tho leaders of tho executive 
committee. Following them came the bier, 
ilrawn by six coal-black horses, surrounded 
by the parliamentary colleagues of Mr. Par- 
nell. 

THE OKDKR OF MAROS 

was : Pall-bearors, chief mournors, ofB- 
ciatiug clergymen, Gaelics, with ex-head 
centre James Stephens, the equally noted 
John O'Leary, other societies, the general 
public. Perfect order was preserved. 
Among ihose conspicuous in the procession, 
was Mr. Alexander J. Reid, the Uniteil 
States consul in Dublin. Not a single anti- 
Pariiellitc, known as such, was visible. The 
lord mayor in state, preceded by his mar- 
shal and sword and iiiaee bearers, was next 
behind the family ciuriages. Then followed 
the representatives of the corporations of 
principal Irish towns, homo rulers, private 
cnrriuges, and citizens on foot, .lust as the 
procession btirted the rain ceiisid. The 
scene was most impressive. All the win- 
dows and housetops along the line of march 
were packed with people. Tho j)iocession 
surpassed, in point of number, anything of 
the kind ever witnessed In Dublin. The win- 
dows and liousetopa were black with specta- 
tors. Most of the liou.ses were draped in 
iiiouniing and festooned in crepe. Swing- 
ing across the street at frenueiit intervals 
hundreds of Irish flags draped in black 
were displayed. Twenty bands scattered 
through the line of niareli furiii.shed music. 
The slruins (it ^tlio " Demi .March ill Saul," 
the " Adeste ^Fidelis," byinns and Irish 
dirges added to the solemnity of the occa- 
!-ion. U'hen the head of the procession 
arrived opposite St. Catherine's church, the 
scene of 

THOMAS emmet's EXBCOTION, 
a halt was made for a few minutes, all hats 
being removed. A second halt was made in 
front of the Hank of Ireland, the old Irish 
parliament building.i, where a, similar quiet 
sdute was rendered, and a third stop was 
iiiailo at the Nalionid Club, of wdiieli Mr. 
Parnell was the leading inemlier. All in 
the procession wore badges of crept" and 
green ribbon. The line, six deep, oeeupied 
an hour passing a given point. Many weird 
scenes wore witnessed. (,>ueer-looking old 
men and women, dressed in costumes such as 
few of the visitors, and, in fact, few of the 
residents of Dublin bad ever seen, were 
visible here and there in the crowd, 
having been attracted from rural ]irovinees 
or from the slums of Dublin by the rare in- 
terest of the occasion. The "corner boys," 
with the inevitable pot hats, were iiresenl 
in force. Not only the poorer classes, but 
the well-to-do, were represented, and the 
rich and poor jostled one another without 
ceremony. Lamentations could be heard 
everywhere, and freiiueiitly women could be 
seen raising their hands as the colbn passed, 
in Sliaugrauii-like altitudes, and uttering 
wails, rising into screams of woe. Often 
the wallers cursed the foes of Parnell, and 
one frenzied old hag in tho College Green 
screamed : 

"THK KNCLI.SII IIAVK MtTKDERED CIIARI.IK," 
and ke])t up this dismal refrain until re- 
moved by the police. 'I'he only arrests that 
the police found it neceaaary to make were 
of drunken men, whose muddled condition 
led them to noisy deinonst rations of grief or 
rage, liy -J o'clock the police became over- 
whelmed by the ever increasing crowd 
and by tho withdrawal of a portion of 
their force, who went to clear u way 
for the funeral at the entrance to the gates 
of the cemetery. When the first part of 
the procession reached the lower gate at C) 
o'clock, it was found impossible to 
penetrate the dense masses. In the 
struggle with the onlookers tho police were 
obliged to abandon the atleiiipt to drive 
them back, the surging crowd around the 
gate seeking to see the cortege met a great 
contending wave of others trying to see, 
and a scone of groat confusion ensued. The 
procession for a time was uhecked and 
thrown into disarray. Tho hearse was tlien 
taken to a platform, specially constructed 
for the purpose, in order to enable those in 
the (iroccssinn to file around und have a 
full view of the bier. When GlasNcvin, the 
last resting ]ilacc of the dead statesman, 
was reached, it was dark. The (laelics sur- 
rouiiiled the grave, which was lined with 
green turf, and into which the iieople, 
pressing forward as near as permitted, 
threw evergreen boughs. Inside the 
line fdinied by the (laelics were 
tho mayor, sherill and e<n])oratioii 
of Dublin, with other leading citizens 
and the chief moiirin rs. There were no 
Cathidic prie-ts present, but the fact that 
their clergy frow "d upon their leader ill 
death as I'li life • id n j ! irect upon the do 
vol ion of the |ien]ile lo their polil ical idol. 
When the lirat part of the proeession reach- 
ed the lowei gate of the cemetery it was 
fouiiil impossible to peiietrale the dense 
mass asseniblecl there', and after ii ntrnggle 
the police had to abandon the eli'i)rt to 
make a way through the crowd. The suri;- 
ing multitude arouml the gate seeking to 
see tho cortege met 01 hers trying to enter 
A scene of great confusion ensued. It was 
then deemed best to close the lower gai 
This was effected amid great disorder, just 
as the beiirsercachedthospot. Whendusk was 
fast fulling on the scene tho procession wts 
still tiling around tho bier, so orders were 
given to

A body of the ^Ciaii na-Cacl succeeded in 
clearing a way, ami formed a circle, within 
which were grouped the lord mayor of Dub- 
lin, civic dignitaries, Parnell's colleugnes in 
Parliament, and relatives.

The 
noise of shrieking women, the cries of chil- 
dren and the noise of men struggling amid 
the crush, made inaudible the voices of the 
clergy reciting the ritual of tho Church of 
I'lngland. The first portion of the services 
bad been celebrated at St. Nicholas church, 
where tho remains tested twenty miutttbs 
while on the way from the city liall. At 
the grave.
